A crowd of men, the m ajority of 
whom have attended every session of 
the trial since it started in the hope 
that they might be present when she 
recited her story, strained their ears i 
in an effort to catch every word and 
carefully avoided making any move 
that might interrupt her. 
Perhaps a 
hundred 
persons, men 
who could not find seats in the littie 
circuit courtroom, and boys who were 
barred because of their youth, fought ; 
with one another outside the doors for 
places neai the entrance.

Ixjr.don, Nov. 22.— The suffragettes 
fared badly at the hands of the police. 
They had threatened to force their 
way into the house of commons and 
make a protest on the floor against 
the prime minister's refusal to pledge 
the government to a bill giving equal 
suffrage to both sexes. 
They failed to ; 
reach the entrance to parliament. 
Repulsed by the police tlie suffra j 
gettes resorted to a campaign of win-: 
dow smashing. 
Driven from Parlia­ 
ment square by the police, 1 ,8 0 0 of 
whom were on duty, the women, ac 1 
companied by sympathizers and gangs j 
of rowdies, proceeded through W hite­ 
hall armed with bags of stones con­ 
cealed under their coats. 
They broke 
windows in public offices, Liberal head­ 
quarters and the National Liberal club. 
They even extended their operations 
to the Strand, where windows of the 
postoffiee bank and other private con­ 
cerns suffered from the onslaught. 
Two hundred 
and 
twenty women 
and three men were arrested and lib­ 
erated on bail. 
The militant tactics of the suffra­ 
gettes followed a statement by Pre­ 
mier Asquith that the government was 
unable to introduce a bill to enfran­ 
chise women, as the cabinet was di­ 
vided on the question, but would al­ 
low an amendment to be introduced to 
the proposed manhood suffrage bill, 
leaving it to the housq of commons to 
decide whether women should be giv­ 
en a vote.

APPEAL IN SPOKANE RATES 


Go vern men t Files W rit in Co mmerce 
Co u rt, 


Washington, Nov. 22.— Counsel for 
the government tiled with the com 
merce court a w rit of nppeal in the 
transcontinental rate cases.

peal is from

tion.

The cabinet

order. 
No American 
warship was \vith!n 
hundreds of miles of Santo Domingo, 
but Admiral W ainwright ,chief of op­ 
erations, sent orders by wireless to 
the commander in-chief of the Atlantic 
fleet, directing him to dispatch the 
two big armored cruisers Washington 
and North Carolina to Hampton Roads 
No one 
at 
the 
navy 
departm-mt 
knew the exact location of the Atlantic 
fleet, which was conducting a search 
problem somewhere on the Maryland 
and Virginia 
coasts. 
But 
precisely 
eleven minutes from the moment he 
had 
sent his order 
Adm iral 
W ain 
wright had before him an answer from 
the fleet commander stating that the 
tw'o ships were on their way to tin* 
Roads, where they arrived within a 
few hours. 
The Dominicans will be given to un­ 
derstand that the Washington govern­ 
ment feels that the obligation it has j 
assumed, under treaty, to administer j 
the finances of the republic, warrants 
it in requiring a strict observance of * 
the terms of Dominican constitution \ 
in the matter of the election of the 
president to succeed Caceres.

The same convention adopted a res­ 
olution calling upon all officers and 
members of organized labor identified 
with the Civic Federation to resign 
from that body and directing its dele 
gates to the present convention to 
urge the endorsement of the resolu­ 
tion.
